In view of the message in question, I feel that certain clarifications ought to 
be made. First and foremost, I would be very surprised if Carlos Fenosi was 'in any 
way involved in this extortion attempt, except as the innocent transmitter of a 
letter to me using the Guido girl as a courier. 

The letter in question had to do with Fenosi*s possible interest in 
enrolling at the University of Maryland, in case his own university, the Nacional 
of Cordoba, could not re-open (in the early part of 1975) because of expected 
difficulties. (As it turned out, the anticipated difficulties did not arise, 
and he was able to continue at the Nacional), For one who has not lived in the 
interior of Argentina, or has AFO mail service at his beck and call, as the 
writer of the cable does, it is not possible to appreciate the routine tampering 
with the mail that routinely went on in the Cordoba post office, at least until 
the takeover by the latest government. I myself estimate that I lost 30 % or more 
of my correspondence during the time I was in Cordoba, Given the circumstances 
it has been a matter of course for anyone to use a courier for documents that 
were very important to the sender. It is done all the time by Argentines travelling 
between here and there. Even when registered mail with return receipt requested 
was used, the mail was opened and read for any useful personal information, on 
occasion, before it was forwarded to the sendee. 

In addition to being a student at the Nacional, Fenosi is a transmitter 
operator at Channel 8 in Cordoba, a position which requires and Argentine 
government security clearance because broadcast transmitters are frequently 
among the first targets of revolutionaries when they attempt to take over 
any facility. His father, besides being a former Chief of the Cordoba airport, 
is the former Chief of the Argentine Air Force Intelligence Service. While I 
find it unusual that anyone would have learned who was going to be the courier, 
if he mentioned it to her over the telephone it was common knowe£.dge that 
phone company employees frequently monitored phone calls on a random basis, 
particularly long-distance calls to the States. In short, while this fellow 
"Richard" at the University may or may not be a valid suspect, I would be 
very surprised if Fenosi were to be involved in such an effort in any way. 
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
